Both of these motives

tion to maintain its own prestige, to increase 
its own power, and to extend tn the world 
ite own particular view of religious truth. 
A college which is controlled under either 
of these conceptions is truly a denominational 
college, wehther it is admittedly so or not, 
aud ought, if so controlled. to be supported 
by the religious organization which controls 
it. With neither of these motives is the 
ordinary American citizen of religious Nfe 
and religious aspirations wholly !n sympathy.

To have at the head of 
a college a man of true scholarship, who is 
at the same time keenly alive to the great 
underlying truths of religion, is to bring toa 
such a college the greatest factor for education 
that it can have. No endowment, no lebora- 
turles, no equipment of buildings, can 
proach the value of such a presidént or 
such an officer. On the other hand, it is

Brethren, the fight has been a 
You have not only fought valiantly 
great odds, but have sacrificed comforts 
even necessities that we might win. Such 
patriotic devotion to principle as has been 
displayed by you in the past cannot fail to 
accomplish the desired result, yet to hasten 
the time when we shall secure the minimum 
price for our great staple drastic measures 
must be used NOW to convince the world that 
we are in this fight to win, and win we shall. 

We are writing that you call a meeting of 
your local union at once and that every 
member solemnly promise to plow up @ given 
amount of his cotton, from one to ten acres 
‘or more, owing to the amount of acreage 
planted, and to plant corn or peas for hame 
consumption. This at first will seem quite 
a loss, but will not be any sacrifice. It 
will be like other battles fought and won 
by the union because this together with the 
plan of holding that now in storage will 
gain in the price of this year’s crop as well 
as the cotton now on hand.

There are, apparently, several United States statutes under which judi- 
cial investigation of the methods of the New York Cotton Exchange and 
some of its members, might well proceed, now that the federal grand jury 
in New York has taken hold of that institution. 

But in the absence of more definite information, it is not possible to 
say whether the grand jury's inquiry will be productive of material and sub- 
stantial results toward the purification of the most dangerous institution 
lthat rests as an incubus upon the industry and commercial prosperity, at 
| jeast. of one great section of the nation. 

If the federal grand jury which has haled before it by court process 
‘forty-six members of the New York Cotton Exchange together with their 
books, proposes to deal with the obnoxious and fraudulent methods of that 
‘institution as recently exposed in part by Commissioner of -Corporations 
| Herbert Knox Smith, then the hope may be indulged that the curative 


i process is about to be set in motion. 

Bot if. as exchange officials say, the investigation has nothing to do 
‘with the classification committee and its methods, or other gambling features 
‘of that institution, and is merely a raking up of the old Holmes “leak” from 
‘the Washington bureau of statistics, it can scarcely be viewed as having 
‘any material bearing on the really important problem—the elimination of 
‘gambling trom the cotton market. 
| it is too early yet. therefore, to indulge in any felicitations over the 
‘fact that a number of the cotton exchange gamblers have been called into 
'court. 

it would be more gratifying to know that some of them had been held 
‘by the court to answer to charges of violation of laws made for the pro-

If there 
is cause for belief that everything possible 
tO avert the disaster had noi been done. in- 
quiry should be made. and the blame, if 
any, fixed where it belongs. To my question, 
why was there a steady decline of pressure 
from 4 to 4:80 p. m.?’" the reply from Uen- 
eral Manager Park Woodward is “‘the mo- 
ment the fire engines are attached to any 
main, if the mains are too smal! to furnish 
the volume necessary to the amount 
of water used by the department that 
moment the pressure will fal When this 
fire took place at € o'clock in the morning 
the city was using a large amount of water, 
filling tanks, etc., for manufacturing plants, 
etc., getting ready for the day's work.” 
Surely this cannot be meant seriously, since 
the question is too serious to be treated as a 
joke. That the engines are capable of sup- 
Plying and the mains of carrying a suffi- 
clent amount of water through these very 
mains at a pressure of 94 pounds as indi- 
cated by the dial of the water department's 
oftice is established, since they did so from 
10 to 11:46 a. m. Regarding the falling of 
the pressure when the flre engines are at- 
tached there would be a slight fall of pres- 
Sure at that moment, but under the above 
conditions one. or two minutes would be mpre 
than ample time to bring the pressure back 
to the same point, if the pumps are properly 
operated. Will the manager or engineer of 
the water department say that it was neces- 
sary for the pressure to fall for thirty min- 
utes and then take fifteen minutes more to 
get it back again when a serious fire was 
raging, and all the water that was pos- 
sible to obtain, was badly needed? Referring 
to the large amount of water used by the 
city at 4 o’clock in the_morning filling tanks, 
tifere is a record of the water pumped; let 
the public have the hourly amount of water 
usually pumped from 4 to 7 a. m. and from 
7 to 12 a.m. Referring to the statement that 
‘““‘nv additional pressure was called for by the 
fire department until 6:45 a. m.,"’ that would 
certainly be a grievous error of the fire de- 
partment, and it should be called upon to 
explain for what reason it failed fn its duty. 
The city is entitled to all the protection that 
both departments can give it 
Mr. Woodward says it would be a 
risk to put the pressure of 150 pounds on 
pumps. In your issue of the 9th there 
statement of the manager showing that 
need of a big main caused a scarcity of 
water. If the gity had any number 
ditional mains it would not reduce 
to the pumps if the pressure has to be 
to 150 pounds. There are but two methods 
einployed in throwing streams of water 
the fire—one by the steamers and the 
by hydrants. or direct water pressure 
using the steamers it makes no difference 
whether we have one or one hundred pounds 
of pressure on the mains, we get the same 
result, as long as we have water in the 
mains. To use the hvdrants effectually a

We take pleasure in stating the 
grounds upon which we refuse to sSup- 
port Hoke Smith again. 

First. It is well known that Mr. Wat- 
son has never returned to the democ- 
racy, but has been standing as a con- 
sistent populist ever since that party 
was organized, eighteen years ago. He 
has had nothing to do with guberna- 
torial campaigns, except to quietly vote 
for that candidate who stood nearest 
to people’s party principles. 

In 1904, when the national democratic 
party, including the great Nebraska 
reformer, W. J. Bryan, fell at the feet 
of Wall street and worshiped the 
golden calf with loud acclamations, 
Mr. Watson thought it a sin and a 
shame that neither one of the old 
parties dared to proclaim the princli- 
ples of Jeffersonian democracy, and he 
consented to do that himself, well 
knowing that he was leading a hope- 
less cause.

Mr. Woodward’s Reply. 


Editor Constitution: Morris Benjamin is 
evidently ignorant as to the question he Is 
attempting to discuss or is prompted by some 
one who imagines he knows and is making 
an effort to lay the blame for the recent 
disastrous fire on some one. 

So far as the varving pressure he 
to as shown by chart in waterworks 
is concerned that would not be an indie:

Partment reached this fire the Schlesinger’s 
building was practically gone.

was furnished with two 4-Inch 
service. The walls of this 
about 4:30 o'clock and broke the 
fire service pipes and also al! service 
tion. These broken outlets equal 
fire streams together with seventeen 
streams and fire plug streams drawing from 
distribution resulted in the pressure being 
reduced. All of this water came from a 12- 
inch main on Madison avenue supplied by a 
gridiron of small mains 6 and 8 inches in 
diameter. The increased pressure later on 
was caused by the shutting off of these 
broken service connections and diminishing 
the number of streams used by fire 
partment. The aggregate capacity of 
eight engines used by the fire department 
6.800 eallons per minute. While the pressure 
at the pumping station 
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remained at 150 
pounds, !t rose in the city as the fire streams 
were shut off. The pumpage into the city 
the dav before and after the fire was 10,500. - 
000 gallons: on the day of the fire the 
pumpage was 13,000,000 gallons. so that the 
amount of water used at the fire was estl- 
mated at 2,500,000 gallons. We do not keep a 
record of how much water ts pumped every 
minute or every hour. If Mr Benjamin is 
not satisfied he can bring charges against 
who he thinks is responsible and have the 
matter Investigated. I do not feel called 
upon to enter into an argument with Mr 
Benjamin as to what this city needs in the 
waterworks or fire department: that is a 
matter for the city council. He can go before 
the finance committee and make his argu-

crop of the fruit. 
have had little overcrowding of business 
in other lines thave been able to give 
their entire attention to this class 
bueliness, and as a result the growers 
promised rapid traffic. ‘The indica- 
tions are that the fruit will get to mar- 
ket in a much petter condition this sea- 
son than heretofore. 

Shipping has already been started on 
most of the large farms. This work is 
being done, however, on a small scale 
and only the Sneed varieties are On the 
market. In ten days to two weeks there 
will be a great increase in the business 
and carload lots will go to the large 
chties. 

It is very probable that the experi- 
ments in getting the fruit ‘to European 
markets will be undertaken this sea- 
son in more extensive manner on account 
of the promised large output. There is 
also another plan which will give the 
growers opportunity to save Vast 
amounts Of the fruit that may mot find a 
market. Canneries are the fad with 
most growers and it is probable that on 
the farms there will be great quantities 
preserved for later consumption. All 
schemes that can be devised for avoid- 
ing losses on a glutted market will be 
brought into play and the plans that are 
being made before time will probably 
Save the growers losses that may De 
considerable.

STOCKS STRONC 
AT DAY'S CLOSE 


low Previous Close. 


A Day of Feverish Action on the 
Exchange—Attempt to Rally 
from the Decline of 
Tuesday Not 
Sueessfui, 


New York, May 20.—The violent and 
feverish action of today’s stock mar- 
ket served te confuse greatiy the 
views of the speculative element, and, 
in consequence, served to intimidate 
the less powerful class of operators, 
who saw prices moving in mercurial 
fashion apparently at the will of hid- 
den forces, whose action could not be 
followed and whose motives could not 
be fathomed. That operators of power- 
ful resources were using violent 
manipulative measures to effect the 
wide ang sudden fluctuations in prices 
was patent even to superficial ob- 
servations. The constant contrast in 
these movements might leave open 4 
hypothesis of artificial support, for 
the purpose of selling to realize 
p-ofits, or of sudden withdrawals of 
support and forcing back of prices to 
shake off the weak following which 
has trailed on to the speculative move- 
ment of the more powerful bull party. 
With the growing interest of the out- 
side speculative element, made up of 
individuals of smaller resources than 
those who inaugurate a speculative 
campaign, the bull position has grown 
increasingly invulnerable. The num- 
ber of buyers on margin unable to 
hold through any considerable decline 
has grown. Moreover, the, exent of the 
advance has begotten a spirit of cau- 
tion which makes the holder of stocks 
on margins quickly retreat and throw 
over his holdings on any sign of weak- 
ness, As a gafeguard of their position, 
speculators have been placing stop- 
loss orders to sell at a certain price 
slightly below the market. With the 
market moneycombed with such or- 
ders, such sudden relapses as those 
late yesterday and midway of today’s 
session become likely. 

The early part of the day was given 
over to a laborious repair process of 
the inroads on prices affected yester- 
day and early today. The sensational 
advance in Missouri Pacific and the 
response by sympathy of the whole 
Gould group was the effective medium 
for supporting prices during this at- 
tempt toward a rail Mysterious al- 
lusions to new alliances for the Gould 
railroad enterprises involving financial 
support from the wealthiest individual 
American capitalist made up the motive 
power of this movement. Efforts to se- 
cure authentic confirmation or denial 
of these rumors were fruitless during 
the stock market session, and they 
were left in the realm of conjecture. 
The news to account for the break in 
prices was of a similarly shadowy 
kind. The particular weakness of 
American Smelting was due to implied 
doubts of the maintenance of the divi- 
dend on this stock. While prices were 
breaking, sentiment showed some sen- 
sitiveness to reports of another cut 
in cotton goods prices by western mer- 
cantile interests who have moved ag- 
gressively toward concessions ,from 
manufacturers ever since the business 
reaction set in.

The senator said he could not remem- 
ber whether he kept the engagement, but 
he was certain Miss Wood did not stay 
with him in his suite that night. He 
said he was not in the habit of inviting 
women to the Fifth Avenue hotel. He 
could not recall whether his secretary, 
Mr. Howe, was at the hotel on the night 
of November 9, 1901, nor could the say 
whether Mr. Howe, who had been a 
clergyman, remained a licensed minis- 
ter while in his employ. He was sure, 
however, that he had never heard of Mr. 
Tiowe performing a marriage ceremony 
during that period. Asked if Mr. Howe 
signed ‘this letters im facsimile of the 
senator’s writing, the witness said he 
never had seen such signatures, 

The genator did not recall how Many 
times he met Miss Wood in 1902, or now 
many letters he wrote to her in 1903.

A deposition by Thomas R. Porter, a 
newspaper man of Omaha, was 
Siven in evidence by Senator Platt’s 
counsel today, Senator Platt’s counsel 
gave the substance of an interview 
which Porter had with Migs Wood. Por- 
ter quoted Miss Wood as saying that 
she was at work for Leslie's publica- 
tions in New York, in !90!, and was 
sent to interview.Senator Platt, who 
gave her an interview and invited her 
to call when she wanted another. 
Later, when she wanted an appoint- 
ment as a teacher in the Philippines, 
she went to gee Senator Platt again 
with a woman friend, who also want- 
ed an appointment. 

Afterward this woman, Miss Wood, 
was quoted as saying, made herself 
50 agreeable that Senator Platt thought 
“we would have to elope to escape her, 
Put my sense of humor would not per- 
mit me to elope with a 70-year-old 
bridegroom whom T would have to sup- 
port as he walked,”’ 

Platt No Matrfmonial Prize. 


Miss Wood added: ‘TI could not 
ford to antagonize such powerful 
terests as Senator Platt and was 
obliged to put up with him to a cer- 
tain extent. I'd Mke to have had any 
one who thinks him a matrimonial 
prize to have been in my shoes for 
about one day.’’ 

Mr. Porter aleo testified that on April 
20, 1905, Miss Wood stated to him: 

“I was afraid the senator might beat 
me out by agreeing to fulfiill his prom- 
ise and marry me, and if there is one 
thing that would be more humilating 
than suing this old man for a breach of 
promise it would be to be obliged to 
marry and live with him.’’ 

Mr. Porter also stated that Miss Wood 
told him that she had become engaged 
to marry Senator Platt In i903 and 
shortly afterwards he wanted to break 
the engagement, but that she finally 
broke it on account of Mr. Platt’s at- 
tentions to Miss Janeway, his present 
wife. A letter written by Miss Wood 
to Abraham Hummell, the former law- 
yer, in !903, was made public today. 
In tt Miss Wood. attacked J. Martin 
Miller and “the polirtctans,”” who, she 
said, had been associated with him in 
the conspiractes against her. 

Was Bogus Clergyman Used. 


In a deposition by rFank Haight, a 
(“hicago reporter, which was read in 
court today, Haight quoted Miss Wood 
as having told him in an intenview that 
she was unaeble to find Edward W. Rice, 
whose name was signed as officiating 
clergyman to her marnmr age certificate, 
and that she sometimes believed that 
the man who performed the ceremony 
was one of Platt’s secretaries. In this 
depositiion. Miss Wood was quoted as 
saying that she was astonished when 
Senator Platt came to the Fifth Avenue 
hotel in !90/, amd announced that 
was “going to marry her,” but, “know- 
ing his craving for dramatic episodes,”’ 
she agreed. She said the ceremony was 
a mere marriage contract. i 

Edward Howland, assistant janitor 
for the United States Express company, 
but in 1906 valet to Senator Platt, tes- 
tiffed to the senator's furnishing an 
autograph on a blank sheet of 
paper to two women applicants at the 
Arlington hotel in this city in 1906. The 
witness was shown the letter tin which 
Senator Platt is alleged to have admit- 
ted his marriage to Miss Wood, and 
identified the page on which the sena- 
tor’s name wae written as the paper to 
which the senator had affxed his signa- 
ture on the occasion in question.
